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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-4, 10-12, 18, 21-23 and 26-27 are pending in this application. Claims 5- 
9, 19-20, 24-25 and 28 have been canceled. Claims 13-17 were previously canceled. 

The claims have been amended to be directed to the embodiment where the 
interlude mode is operational normally, with the view mode providing live images being 
switched on when the user initiates a phone call. Thus, the webcam can provide interlude data, 
such as to a website, for most of the time. But when the user initiates a call, it automatically 
switches to a live view mode, providing a video call function using the webcam. 


The cited Kaneko patent discloses a privacy mode, where substitute images can 


be sent during a call. Kaneko only deals with a video call, either sending live or substitute 
images at the users discretion. Kaneko does not show sending substitute images in the absence 
of a call, then automatically sending the live images during a call. Thus, Kaneko does not show 
the dual use of a webcam for providing a webcam function (sending webcam images to an 
Intemet web site), or switching to a live view for a video conference function. 


In view of the foregoing, Applicants beheve all claims now pending in this 


Application are in condition for allowance. The issuance of a formal Notice of Allowance at an 
early date is respectfully requested.
